Pei-fu’s Interest in Forestry and Agriculture 





From Our Own 


Kaifeng, Ho., Feb. 28. 


Tn, my last news lotter T spoke 
‘of the wery commendable efforts 
of Marshal Wu Pei-fu, to further 
the cause of afforestation, by 
holding the various magistracies 
responsible for the work. In that 
Jotter I also mentioned the pass. 
ing of Mr. Wu Jh-la, the head of 
tho Forestry Department in this 
provinee for years, till his 
tlevation to the headship of the 
Industrial Department. 


When Mr, Wu was raised to the 
Shi Yeh. Ting, a former pupil of 
his, whom he'had raised step by 
dep in the Forestry Department, 
til he had become chief secretari- 
nl head of the department, was 
inade the Commissioner in ‘sequ- 
ence to Mr. Wu, This young man 
had been appointed by Mr. Wu 
to go to Loyang ‘on many 
feceasions to attend to the cat 
ing out of Marshak Wu Pei-fu’s 

forestation schemes, and from 
this contact frequently repeated, 
hat gridually worked himself into 
tho marshal’s good | graces. It 
seems to be part of Marshal Wu's 

icy to take the men, whom he 
Knows intimately. and place them 
in spheres of influence that may 
to’ very useful to him when he 
will eventually sthind in need of 
all his friends ean do for him.

A SUCCESSFUL IEXPERIMENT, 


There are several reports ac- 
counting for this second stroke of 
fortune for Mr. Ren. Since 
is elevation to the Forestry 
Hoadship he has been much in 
contact with the Marshal, who 
makes it his business tobe in- 
‘terested in all things in the pro- 
vinog, The Honan International 
Famine Relief Association had 
done an admirable piece of work 
alorg a short strotch of the 
Yellow River Embankment in 
way of experiment in reclamatio 
work. ‘This was the anchoring of 
trees in tho river bed some dis- 
tance out from the shore marked 
ty water. Tho trees were an- 
jored parallel to tho shore for 
some seven or eight li in extent 
While tho soason . was still dry. 
When the waters arose each tree 
became a centre for a small 
whirlpool, which attracted the 
a nor the, centre ot the Hives 
and deposited it fairly regularly 
between the row ‘of trees and. the 
shore. Wher the waters subsided 
the result was most. gratifying, as 
a new shore line had been marked 
and several hundred of acres of 
good land had been reclaimed 
inside the line of trees. This is 
kxrown in reclamation work as the 
‘Tree Retsrd Method and was 
carried out under the advice of 
Mr. Todd, the consulting engineer 
of the Famine Relief Commission 
in Peking. 


UNLUCKY JEALOU! 


‘Then the Honan Famine Relief 
Association asked the privilege 
of planting trees along. this stretch 
of-reclaimed land, and wlso along 
the new dyko erected during 
recent famines by relief labour to 
Keep back the angry waters of 
the Yellow River when in flood. 
Tha good ofoes of the Nanking 
University Forestry and Agricul- 
ture Department were to have 
been utilized through its exten- 
sion scheme, to get young trees 
and to. start experimentation 
Iekding to improvement in agri- 
cultural methods for the province, 
‘Tho plan proposed to make the| 
work self-perpetuating, by utiliz-| 
ing’ the trees grown to continue 
tho work of reclamation, as the!

Supported by Those Who Hope 
to Farm It: More Mozey for 
Weapons for Peking 


According to the “Shunpao,” 
nothing definite has yet deen 
settled’ bdbveen the disputants 
regarding the proposed Imposition 
of the special tax on the sale of 
Cigarettes in Kiangsu. ‘The at- 
titude of the opposing dealers has 
been greatly weakened, and thore 
fare not a few among them who 
have been scrambling for the 
right of farming this tax in thts 
or that district. Speaking of 
Shanghai, the differenco in the 
treatment of dealers inside and 
outside the forcign settlements, 
seams to bo he only knotty point 
that requires straightening Out. 

‘The ““Shunpao”” does not olame 
those who are. outbidding each 
other for the farming of the tax,

Peking should bo allowed, by

As foreigoors have 
no genuine love for China, they 
would pay money to whomaoover 
could best protect them, against 
the sale tax. They think thaé if 
the payee should spend such 
money on firearms and kill poo- 
le, foreigners would be immune: 

Tho tobacco 
merchants have promised to pay 2!

ing of the turbine shaft; all the 
other damage being consequential. 

‘The turbine shaft was found| 
broken into three main portions, 
transversely and lengthwise. When| 














these were assembled and _co-| 


related it was found that soveral| 
pieces of shaft had broken away| 
from the transverse fracture, also 
that a portion of sbaft was tightly} 
wedged in the cast steel turbine 
etsing. When all the shaft. parts

Patrick's Day has a special 
significance in so for as it may| 
bo said that Ireland has now for 
the first time emerged from the 
grievous difficulties which beset 
her for so many years, ‘The re- 
cent trouble amongst the dis-| 
banded officers, though regret- 
table at time when the country| 
had otherwise settled down, s| 
obviously of no political interest, 
being merely a collective ont- 
burst of men angered at the sud- 
iten termination of their careers, 
and may, even bo regarded as 
‘convincing proof of the fact that 
peace has been restored to a 
point where drastic demobiliza- 
tion is’ considered possible and 
safe. As a matter of fact, thouga 
without official information, wo! 
understand that the Free State 
‘Army, originally composed of 
40,000 men, has been reduced to 
20,000, and that a further re- 
duction ta 12,000 is in contem- 
plation, It is more than likely 
that it was in the course of this 
reduction that. the discontent] 
atoso among the officers whol 
wore being demobilized. 

‘These figures can only mean 
thot'the state of affairs in Ire-| 
land has changed radically and| 
rapidly for the better; that the 
Preo State anticipates no aggres-| 
sion from the northern counties, | 
and that the Free Stato does not 
‘intend, as was onco gloomily| 
forecast by her political enemies, 
fo carry on a savage war of ex- 
termination against tho North. 
In this connexion it was pleas- 
ing to read in tho telegrams a

THE GENERAL CHAM- 
- BER OF COMMERCE 
Mar, 19. 
‘Tas review of the past year 
‘and comments thereon con- 
tained in Sir Edward Pearee’s| 
speech’ yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the Shonghai Gen-| 
eral Chamber of Commerce are| 
interesting and deplorable. Tt 
is not using too strong a term 
to say that it is tragic to_ look 
back ‘on tho Linchong outrage,| 
the unrivalled opportunity that| 
it offered to achieve some solid 
betterment of affairs in China, 
the earnest and weighty repre- 
sontations made to the Dip-| 
lomatic Body in Peking, ‘the 
honeyed words that that  Body| 
returned, and to realize that, 





only does the list of murders 
‘and lootings that Sir Edward 
gave conviet the Chinese Gov- 
ernment of utter falsity to its 
pledges, but even the promised 
compensation has not yet been 
Paid to the bandits’ victims nor 
is there any sign thereof. 

One suggestive passage was. 
that in which the speaker ad- 
vocated the employment by the| 
Chinese Government of trained 
foreignets with administrative 
powers. This is, ih point of 
fact, a very old idea : but it has| 
so long been lost sight of, that 
ts reappearance makes it sound 
quite new. On the analogy of 
Japan, or to como nearer home, 
of the Customs and other ser- 
vices which Sir Edward men- 
tioned, there is no doubt that} 
such a system, if fairly worked, 
would be the’ regeneration of! 
China. But a story told about! 
the Soochow Creeir illustrates 
the hopelessness of the sugges- 
tion. ‘The Whangpoo Conser- 
vancy are ready to dredge the 
creek at least within the Shang- 
hai district for nothing. But 
tho residents in tho districts it| 
serves are willing to subscribe 
to have it dredged and the Con- 
servancy’s offer is rejected ac-| 
cordingly. As Sir Edward said 
yesterday : “All of us who have 
lived in. China can draw 
our own’ inferences.” When 
schemes of improvement and 
reorganization are urged upor 
Chines officials by well-mean- 
ing foreign friends, the latter 
forget that the vast majority of 
said officials do not want im- 
provement. ‘They are making 
nmense fortunes out of the 
present chaos and they will fv 
ously oppose any system which 
would necessitate their accouyts 
being audited. ‘Thus it is that 
tho fetish of democracy has} 
proved disastrous to every Ori- 
ental country in which it has 
been introduced, Turkey, Per- 
sia, China, and ‘as it threatens 
to prove in Indin and TBgypt. 
Tt puts into the hands of an 
oligarchy powers which they are 
swift to abuse, for their own en- 
richment and’ the despoiling of 
the land, 


‘The ancient history of the 
great trademark crisis recalled 
yesterday afternoon has an_ im.| 
portant lesson for all of us. De- 
tails of tho draft trademark law! 
sent to the Waichiaopu through 
the British Legition in 1920 
would take up too much space 
here. But they involved a 
small voluntary sacrifice of ex- 
tratervitorial rights, to which 
the British Chamber of Com- 
merce and China Association, 
on most shortsighted advice 
from ontside their own body, 
consented. ‘hero can be no 
moral doubt that this voluntary’ 
sacrifice encouraged tho Wai- 
chiaopu to the far greater at- 
tack on extraterzitoriality which 
makes the new trademark law. 
‘a matter of so much anguished 
interest. ‘The moral is, No con. 
cessions of any kind until 
China is ready to perform her 
part of tho bargain. Wo hear 
that because her Government 
bankrupt through the iniquit 
of her officials, we must give it 
moro money ia the shape of a 
surtax, to squander on palace 
and polities; because that Gov- 
ernment notoriously _misman- 
ages its people's affairs, we 
must appoint a commission to 
advise how it may be permitted 
to mismanago foreigners’; be- 
cause it violates almost every 
treaty it has signed, we must ac- 
cept laws which would enable it 
to violate still more. We know 
that we speak for the vast) 























nothing whatever of thoso higa| 
hopes has been achieved, Not! 


majority of business men and 
for many, many Chinese, in 
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saying that while chaos is’ the 
rule, outrages unchecked, off- 
cials and bandits freo to plunder 
as they please, ‘the only course 
to follow is the most rigid ex- 
action‘ of every treaty right and 
no edacession.

Travr civculars inform ns 
that tho 1998:24 China tea| 
soason ‘may bo considered de- 
finitely at an end. It has been 
generally satisfactory, and ap: 
parently the worst point , about} 
it is that Chinese dealers who] 
Thad speculated ono continue 
strong demand find themselves! 
with at least 40,000 packages of 
poor quality black tea for which 
no buyers ean bo found. How} 
they got themselves into this| 
position is worth explaining. 
Good prices were current at the 
beginning of the season and) 
profits wore being made ail 
rouid, and it appeared to the! 
speculators that tho demand| 
from foreign countries was so 
strong that, with short erope in| 
India and Geylon, even indit- 
forent qualities would readily be| 
absorbed, In the’ ciroumstan- 
cca they mado purchasos of tea 
which ‘ordinarily would —have| 
heen used solely for domestic 
consumption, and this they pre- 
pared for foreign shipment, thus| 
ineutring heavy expense: As| 
it was, the te they had thus 
dealt ‘with proved quite ua- 
inarketablo abroad, being pro- 
bably regarded aa undrinkable, 
and so has been thrown back! 
upon their hands. ‘This is by 
ns.a new feature of the} 
but experience does}

After a-bad year or two fol- 
lowing upon the close of’ the| 
war, tho tes trade now seems to| 
have returned to what was pre- 
viously regarded os its normal 
condition. In the case of black| 
tea the export in the 1923} 
‘season amounted to roughly 29] 
million poupds, being made up| 
as follows :—To United King- 
dom fourteen millions ; to Amer- 
ica and Canada ten millions ; to| 
the Continent four millions; to 
Russia one million. The fact] 
that Russia is onee more in the 
market and gradually expand 
ing her consumption of tea is a 
gratifying feature, and it is be- 
lieved that any extension of the 
planted areas in China will be 
fully justified by the steadily} 
increasing quantities which} 
Russia will require in the| 
future. While we in China re-| 
gard the export trade in tea as| 
one of ‘considerable importance, 
it has to be pointed out that in 
comparison with the world’s| 
trado it is a very small matter. 
Vor instance in 1928 London| 
handled by way-of import no| 
less than 457 million ponnds of 
tea, and of this China contribut- 
ed only 283 millions. ‘The ex 
exports of tea (all classes in- 
cluded) came to G4 millions, 
whilo the Home consumption of| 
China tea was 10} millions, 
‘This, it is interesting to note, | 
was 40 per cent. more than the 
previons year, which may be ac- 
counted for by its use in blends 
as a make-weight to cheapen| 
the cost. While this increase is| 

ing, it brings its dangers| 
. As we have pointed 
‘out abovo Chinese speculators| 
have been left with ‘a consider-| 
able quantity of undrinkable 
stuft.on their hands, and they| 
must bear in mind that there is 
no market abrond for such a 
product.

Pingyang Piled Up on Haimen 
Rocke During Voyage from 
Wenchow: No Lives Lost

Wenchow, Mar. 9. 
Since last writing telegrams 
have been received here nnnounc- 
ing the loss of one of the Chinese 
steamers "which has bech trading 
| with this port from Ningpo with 
great regularity every week for 
Gald dp bean old gunbo 
a ‘an old gunbont, the 
Pingyang was” tho “ost. ‘com, 
fortablo of tho three Ningpo 
steamers for travel.
